Sheriff Oestreich 
Sheriff Oestreich provided his monthly report which included the following: 

- 172 criminal papers were received and 146 were served; 

- The arrest tally includes 10 accidents, 78 stops, 55 citations, and 17 warnings; 

- 150 civil papers were received and 89 were served; 

- Transports include 12 criminal, 5 for other counties, 22 daily court, 12 mental 

health, and 4 juveniles;  

- The truck reg. program had a total of $6,800 in fines and $213,114.04 in permits; 

- The 24/7 program had a total of $959.50 in revenue. 

 

Sheriff Oestreich provided an overview of the reimbursement request being submitted to 

the State of North Dakota regarding the Dakota Access Pipeline support. The remodel 

project at the Law Enforcement Center is on schedule to be completed the third week of 

January. The office furniture should be delivered January 23rd.

Mr. Henning recommended 

that the County accept the attorney’s recommendation.
